Berlin, under date of March 24, gives a very in- 
teresting account of a visit to the venerable 
Hutiiboldt, who expressed on that occasion a 
pretty decided opinion of Mr. Webster, theFti- 
gitive- Slave Law, and of our natinnat treatment 
of slaveri itself.

we had progressed siuce then,

than when I wna there, and every honest arid 
intelligent foreigner who can look at it with .1 
knowledge of the mutter, and with fairness, 
will tell you so.

You 
have gone, backwards, very far backwards in 
many respects about tlint.
